Latin Verfion of it; for fo it woud have been of 
more gencral ufe. For the pretended Latin Verfi 
on of Robertus Retincufis our Country-man is but 


an abfurd Epitome of it. Nether do we mece 


with any other Edition of the Hiftoria Sarcconics 
(if you mean that of Evpeniuss) than that which 
was Publifh'd by the Author at Leyden, 4. D. 1627. 
As for the Gegraphia Nubienfis (the Avthor of 
which was certainly a Maboumetan, whatever cthers 
may pretend; Sec Selden, de Djs Sypris) it was 
Tranflated into Latin by Siomita and Hefionira, 
A.D. 16:19. But whether ever it was Publifd in 


| Avabick in thefe Weftern Parts of the World we 


know not. Dr, Prideaux, in his Lite of Ma/cmer, 
tells us, thar there was a fair Copy of it among Dr. 
Arabick Manufcripts. But perhaps the
